Baron Makino 
announced to the Commission last night that, 
as Japan’s amendment had not been included 
in the draft, he must reserve the right to raise 
the question again when the Covenant in 
final form came bef the Conference in the 
plenary sitting for adoption. As the Covenant 
is to form an integral part of the Treaty of 
Peace, it is obvious that if one of the five Great 
Powers signs it subject to an important reser- 
vation, the Treaty itself is brought into ques- 
tion, and a fresh complication is created for 
the Conference. As originally framed, the 
amendment affirmed the right of all citizens of 
States who are members of the League to equal 
and just treatment in the territories of other 
member States. To Japanese minds this amend- 
ment has now been whittled down “to nothing.” 
The Japanese delegates had hoped to return 
from the Peace Conference taking with them 
the recognition of racial equality as a gift to 
their yeople. Their failure may have serious 
consequences. In Japan, particularly, the tide 
of racialism is flowing high, and the younger 
political school, which demands a sweeping 
change and the breaking down of all barriers 
at home has, naturally, no tolerance of racial 
barrieds which hamper the Japanese abroad.

Mr.. Eoin MacNeill’ has delivered a

acNeill, M.P., said that recently the 
Trish people showed that they knew how do get 
rid of political domination, and they should 
_ realise now that they were not merely strivin 
for political freedom and independence, bu 
that they had it, even though the country was 
under military occupation. But be desired 
them to understand that itical ‘freedom 
would be almost an empty shell if it was accom.

acNeill said that one of England's favourite 
historical lies was that the lumen industy was 
planted in this country by French retugees 
about the time of the Battle of the Boyne. he 
real truth was that the linen industry in Ire- 
land was as aid as Irish histo iúil. Just 
ninety years “ago Ireland had more textile 
workers than England, and in the towns in the 
West they held thofe linen markets. In the 
same way towns in the ‘West which used to 
export large quantities of four and bran to 
foreign countries werá now what Mr. Arthur 
Balfour would call congested districts, and were 
being treated on a system of pauper economics. 

MR. MACPHERSON AND IRISH 
‘PROSPERITY. 

Recently Mr. Macpherson stated in the House 
of Commons that Ireland was in a prospering 
condition, probably because of the fact that 
| there was so much of the Irish farmer’s and 
the Irish business man’s savings in the banks. 
But Mr, Macpherson omitted to state that the 
bulk of this money on deposit in the bank was 
being used to finance British capitalists engaged 
for the last century or more in crushing Irish 
trade. Under the present financial system the 
farmers and business men of this, country, be- 
cause they knew no better, were satisfied to 
lend their mom y to their economic enemy. 
There was no use in complaining of the action 
of English Boards; the people themselves should 
take this question of industrial oppression into 
their own hands. Irish farmers could hasten 
the day of Ircland’s real prosperity by studying 
| the facts about the eeonomie situation of the 
country, by making up their minds to practice 
the Sinn Fein doctrine, and by taking things 
into their own hands, The chief industrial re- 
sources of Ireland were not the depth of its 
coal seams or of its ore or iron beds—important 
as these were-—but the physical and intelectual 
capacity of the people, who, despite ail their 
drawbacks, were the superior of any people in 
the world. But as long as Ireland remained 
the Heligoland of England the latter would 
never allow these resources to be developed as 
they should be,

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THE NEEOS OF THE BLIND. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Fin,—Permit me to draw the attertion of the 
publie to the fact that in the current Estimates there 
appears to be no mention whatevér of a. sum or 
sums in aid of the blind in the United Kingdom. 
This lé far from what it should be, aa in 1914, he- 
fore passing an Aet for the education and employ- 
ment of the blind, the Government set up a com 
mittee to inquire into the matter, called the De- 
vmartmental Committee on the Welfare of the Blind. 

hey made their report, which waa published on the 
20th July, 1917, recommending an expenditure of 
£500,000 for improvement of workshops, ete., and 
an anneal expenditure of £250,000 for the uea- 
tion, augmentation of wages; and pensions to the 
ay: blind of the United Kingdom. 

The Government then appointed Advisory Com- 
mitiees in Fnuiand, Ireland, and Scotland to advise 
the Local Government Beard as te the best way of 
expending this money for the welfare of the blind, 
These Commitfeea made their reports to their Local 
Government Boards, and the Local Government 

ards presented same to the Treasury. The 
Treasury have refused not only to sanction the ex- 
penditure on behalf of the blind, but also refused to 
put the amount in the estimates for the current 
financial year, until legislation has been parsed for 
same. This is very unfair treatment to one of the
